Friends, 

Od, the higher Power,unto whom the ſoul isto be ſubj:4,he 

only hath immortality, and dwslleth in the Light; and he 

is Light : And he hath frecly given his Son into the world, 
( by whom the World was madc)for a covenant of Light,and he 
1s: thetrue Light, which lighteth every one that commeth into the 
World, that all men through him might believe. who is theWord 
of God, in whom is Life,and that-liſc (marke)is the /ight of meng 
and the pure grace ofGod which bringeth ſalvation(by which the 
_ Saints arc freely juſtified ) hath appeared unto all men; yea the 
Eternal God of truth hath appeared unto you in his Son Feſus 
Chrift, the truc Light, and with this Light hath God made mani» 
feſt unto you your ſin and evil deeds, and with the meaſure of 
the Light of his Son ( in you ) ſometimes hath he appeared in his 
mighty power, whereby he hath ſmitten you for your fins and e= 
vil deeds,and he by his power hath broken you into tenderneſs, 8 
brought you down into lowlineſsfor a time,and then by his unre« 
fiſtible power thus working(in youJdid he beget a holy Sced,from 
whence pure defires and breathings after God hath often aroſe 
( in you ) which ſeed could not, nor cannot be ſatisfied without 
Gods living preſence; Now ye, not ſtanding in the power which 
convinced you, and ſmote you and broke you into tendernefſe, 
and brought you down,and then begot a holy Sced in you ; from 
whenee a pure unfained love to God hath oft ſprung ( marke 
you not minding the workings and movings'of this power in you 5 
nor waiting init for to reccive counſel, you entcred into reaſo- 
nings and thong hts,which the ſubtilty ( which is the Devil) pre 
ſcnted in you ; and ſo ye hearkned not to Gods veice (the pow= 
er which had wrought ſo in you but you cntred: into reaſonings 
with the ſubtilty ( which abode not in the power )) and this be- 


got a queſtioning in you what that ſhould be,. which had ſo ap- 
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peared in you, and broken you into ſuch a tenderneſT:, and had 
wrought ſuch a ſuddain change in you, which you were not able 
torcſift; And ye going into the reaſonings in your minds ; thus 
you turned from the pure power of God, and then fin (C which 
{ſeparateth from Gods preſcace , which he by his power worketh 
in you, had in meaſure ſmitten and brought downe in you )) aroſe 
again, and got the dominion in you, and (o you going thus trom 
the power wherein ye ſhould have waited to have been preſerved 
in the tenderncfſe,ye ſoon loſt the tendernefſe and fear, which the 
power had wrcught in you; and ehen hardneflc of heart ſoon grew 
In you again, and then the ſced which God had begotten in yoo, 
which cannot be ſatisfied without his preſence)that began to be 
are'y oppreſſed in you, by the lin ( which ſeparates from Gods 
pre{-ncc) which got up more and more in you; through your tur 
ning from thc power which ye once felt manifeſted ani working 
in you againſt fin: And then a grievous weight or burthen came 
upon the rightcous {ced in you ; and then it began to groin and 
cry to God from under the burthen and weight of iniquity that 
W38 upon it, and then the Light appeared more brighter in you a« 
gain, (for thi ſeeds ſake which ſuffered in you Y and (hewed you 
that you were wrong, then the Light judged you torthe wrong, 
and then trouble came upon you, andencreaſed in your minds ; 
and then the Scrpent, the ſubrilty,the devil ( which abode not in 
ehe truth ) he appeared likewiſe in you,and begot a hurrying,and 
a confuſcd noife in your minds, and then preſented many things 
unto you, and ſturred you up to do them, that ſo he might 
draw yc from hearkening umo the Light ( whercin you ſhould 
have waited to have heard and known Gods voice, and council 
and to have ſ:en and heard, what God had rcquired at your 
hands ) and thus the ſubeiley which is the Devil, who was a mur« 
therer from the beginning, and abode not in the truth ; ſought 
to draw you from the Light ( which is the cruth ) chat ſo he mighe 
murther the Rightcous ſeed, vhich God had begotten in you, (un= 
 towhich ſeed the promiſes arc) Now your minds being drawn 
from the Light which convinced you of fin, you entred further 
Into fin, and then you could not find any power for to refilt fin , 
becauſe you went from the light which th:wed you your ttm, where 
in ye ſhould have waitcd to have received power againſt fin, and 
thea the ſeed ſuffered in youy by the fin which ye were entred into 
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cecdingly z 2nd trouble Increaſed more an1 more in your mindes, 
(this hath been the condition of ſome of you) ind then the ſubril- 
ty drew you into reaſoninge & conſultings what to do, that'ſo the 
burthen which you felt, and the trouble in your mindes might be 
removed; So yehearkning unto rhe ſubtilty, he then prefented 
ſcvcral things4into you to be done, ſome of which once were com= 
manded by God to be done by them unto whom the command 
came, and ſothe ſabtilty perſwaded you, that ye muſt ds thoſe 
things likwiſe,betore ye could have peacc,and witneſs the burthen 
and trouble r:moyed, which ye felt 3 So he having drawn you 
out of the ſenccableneſs and feeling of the light and power of Gog, 
your pndeHandings became wholly darkned, as unto the coun- 

1c: God, and then theſe things which the ſubtil enemy pre» 
ſent: a, :xceedingly pleaſed the affe&ionate part in you, and ſome 
of you he p:rſwaded to aft {uth things as God never commanded 
any twat; and fo ye going from the light ( which never chan- 
geth ) and hearkning unto the ſubcilty C which leads into change- 
ablencſſ:J\ere ye began torun into Sefs and opinions,and heaps, 
and partics,and devifions; yeaghere is the ground and rife,and be- 
ginning of all Sets, and opinions inthe world, peoples going 
from the /ight and power of God, which leads into the ſubſtance, 
and into onenefe of minde,and hearkningunto the ſubtilty which 
leads but into the likeneffe of Truth, and into iclfe- ſeparation and 
devilions, and changeableneſſe of mind,and when theSerpent had 
drawn you into ſeveralopinions, and praQices in your worſhip, 
then he fed you with knowledge, that ſocach of you might be a» 
ble toplead, and contend for your opinlons and praRtices; and 
then he begot a ftrong, hot, haſty will in you ( which hath been 
called zcal for God ) whereby he drew you into hot contentions 
one with another, and ſo by little and little he raiſed up a ſecret 
envie and prejudice in you, one againſt cach other, till at length 
ſome of you break forth into rage, and ſcorne, giving one ano« 
ther ſcornefull Names. 

And thus the Miſtery of Iniquity wrought in many of you, un» 
tillthe ſeed grew weak in you ( as ro your feeling ) and became 
a8 a dead thing unto you, being thus ſtrangled in you,by your go. 
ing from the Powcr,into thoſc things that the power of God never 
moyed, or drew you to at, (but the FS which abode npt in 
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the power) So then you were 6 2. ble of ſuch a burthen ins 
deed, as ye were once, when the feed which God had begotten in 
you was more quick and livelie, and then the ſubtiltie;perſwaded 
you that now you wereright, becauſe you felt not ſuch a burthen 


and trouble in your mindesas you once didzand then a joy ſprung 


in you for a time, and then the ſabtiltieperſwaded you, that 'you 
were now entred into the work, and ſervice, and worſhip of God; 
and that he had given you ſome reward ; now becauſe you were 
not ſcnſible of ſuch a burthen, and trouble in your minds as ye 
' were before you a&cd thoſe things in your worſhip, and thus the 
ſubtiltic beguiled ſome of you 3; But this 'condition continued 
not long with you , for Gods cternal witneſſe( which ye had as it 
' 'wereſlain, and made mercy overit ) that aroſe and appeared in 
you again, for the ſceds fake, and defturbed and broke that falſe 
peace, and joy and preſwaſton that you were got into, ( through 
tranſgreſſing [ and going from] that which is pure of God in you, 
and ating thoſe things in the cranſgreſſion, which God never re» 
= at your hands ) and then with Gods witneſſe the Zzghr, you 
aw your ſelves wrong again, and the /ight judged you for your 
forwardnecflc, and then you begun to loath choſe praices in your 
worſhip, which before you dclighted in, and then ſomething you 
came to fcel ftirring in you again, which was nor ſatisfied, bur 
breathed and groancd and cried untothe Lord;and then you were 
in a fine tender condition again 3 But then the ſubtileic ſoon ap*+ 
pcarcd in you again, and preſented ſome other new things unto 
you, and called thoſe which he had formerlie led you into, old 
emptie weak and beggerlic things, and thas he wrought in the 
fubtilcie, to draw you from hearkning unto that which made ma- 
nitcſt your condition unto you, and thus he harh drawn fome of 
you into moſt of the SeAs and opinions that be in the World, and 
through them, and thus in the ſabciltic hath he wrought in you to 
ſave his head, ( or life ) for he knew that if you had hearkned un. 
tothe truth of God as it appeared in you, and had obeyed it, that 
then Gods power would- mightily have bcen made manifeft 
in you, whercas the ſced immortal would have been raiſcd up in 
you, which would have bruiſed his head. 
So take notice how the Lords love, the Light hath followed 
you, and checked and reproved you tor your haſtineſſc and fors« 
wardnefic 
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wardnefs and hath ſhewed L578 the emptineſs and dead-- 
neſs of all the profeſſion and worſhip that cver you haverun 
IntO. 

And ſome times when you have been brought into lowlinefs- 
and tenderneſs 3 by the power of the Lord which hath ſmitten 
you, then the Lord hath opened mighty things in you unto his 
ſecd, which breathed and thirfted after his rightcouſneſs, and 
could not be fatisficd without it, and then the Serpent hath 
wrought in you again in the ſubtilty, to Iead you from that 
which opencd, and from the pure , and ſo lead you up in the 
boaſting nature, co hold forth thoſe things in the flcſhly Principle 
which the Lord opened unto his own ſeed,and thus he hath kept

the manitcſtation of the ſpirit doth ſhew unto you your 
runings and willings, and a&ings and firivings that ye have 
been in, whereby ye could never obtain fatisfation unto that in 
you which breathes to do the will of God 3 now you muſt mind 
that which makes manitcſt theſe things unto you, and as you 
take notice of that (which is the light) and waite in it , you will

liberey 3 an41 then as you waite tn the light you will come co 
tecl Gols pure power ul preſence, and life and virtue running 
through you , which wilt retre{h che ſeed , which is ecnder, and 
give ſatizfattion unto itz and fo as you all waite low in the 
fcar of God,watching in the light , tnac nothing may get up in 
you to boalt and glory which is not of Gud, you will then feel 
your love exceedingly cncreaſced towards the pre living truth of 
God, and your whole dclizhc will be to walk in thc truth, in 
rightco.ui vets and holt1cſs,Cwitnourt web na man (hell ſee the lis 
' ving G24 )& as you all walk in che light obcying ic, you wil come 
into the pure tellowſhip,and Communion and unity of the S4ints, 
an:{ then you will recl che life, which is the blooJ of Jeſus Chritt 
cleanting you , purging and puritying you trom all fin; and fo 
as cvcry one of you abide in che taich, tccling ic Randing in the 
power of God that will puritiz your hearts,and give you vitory 
ovcr the world,and then you will come to reccive a particular fa» 
tista&ion trom Chrift rhe powcrg which is the Author and ground 
of che Saints taith, and you will feels Gol1s Jpirit, and power 
and lite as you dw:ll in it, drawiag and leading you into whate 
ſo:ver he requireth you co do , and as you all waicc and are (till 
in that whicn doth diſcern the choughtrs and the intencis of your 
hearts,and makes them manifcft unto you, you will clearly come 
co dilccrn the ſub.ilty and the motions chercot , which would 
_ you to att ſuch things as the Lord doth mot require you to 
act. 
So all take heed to that which diſc:rns the thoughes and in» 
tents ot your hzarts, for this is a mealure et the word of life, 
which is qui:k and po wcrtul,and as you all waice in ic, you will 
feel ir to be ſo; for yuu will tcl ir dividing the precious in you 
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fcom the vile,and this is the Hooded word which is able to ſave 
your ſouls. 

So this is not written to feed the carnal mind in any, but it is 
written for your fakes, who are truely breathing and rhirfting, 
after Gods rjghtcouſneſs, and cannot be fatisficd withour it, 
that ſo you may all come intothe truc light wherewith you ars cn. 
- ligntened, and that you with it may come to ſee how you have 
been toff:d and tumbled up and down by the {ubtilcie of the S$cr- 
pent , in thoſe things which could never give you tru? peace nor 
ſatisfation ; and that now through belicving in the truth and 
obedience of the ſpirit,you may all come to witneſs a particular 
ſati:fation, and that you may come to feel the pure image of 
the holy God reſtored in you, even his everlaſting righteouſneſs, 
his power, his wiſdom,his life and glory raifed up in you;to have 
Dominion , and tn rule over all che carth and to ſubdue ir, thac 
ſo the pure God of life and vertue might be glorified in your 
mortal bodies, and that you might all come to feel and witneſs an 
everlaſting habication of reſt and prace in him who is worthy 
of all honour and praiſc, and thankſgiving and Dominion tor 
cycemore, Amen. 

Now ſome of you who have been ancient ProfeſTors will fay 
tous, if we ſhoald joyn to you, we muſt Iay down all then thar 
ever we have profeſſed; and what, have w2 been Proteflors fo 
many years and yet have to begin all again? have we known 
nothing of God all this eime? this is hard ſ1y they, 

To this I anſwer,friends,if you com: to joyn to thetruth, you 
muſt them lay down and leave and forfake all that which you 
have held up and praticed in your own wills which you were 
never led or r2quircd to hold up or praice by the ſpirit of erath; 
but I do know and own that there was a pure living Principle of 
God, oft ftiring in you , in your Profefſton,by which Principle 
of God you oft ſaw that you were wrong and that you did that 
which was not well pl-afing in the fizht of God in your Pro- 
fcfion; for that Principle of God in you, the light, Judged and 
condemned you for many of your ations which you a&ed, 
and ſometimes the Lords witneſs brought you into a tender 
low condition ; and then opened rhings unto the Seed jn 
you, but you not taking heed to the light to be the guide _ 
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ſtay of your minds ycu —— nctlong in that condition, 
but you conſulted with the ſubtiltic (which drew ycu from 
Gods witneſs ) what you ſhould do, ard fo waited not in that

ccedingly to ſuffer, you not being guided and led into them ky the 
Spirit of truth , and ſo againft all fuch praQices I do bcar witneſs 
in the ſpirit of mecknels,and I labour in the ſpirit of Love, tO 
enrn Peoples minds unto the manifeftation of the ſpirit of truth,
